among the revolutionaries. Preserving or­ 
der at the cost of perpetrating despotism 
would be a barren policy . 


AMERICAN colonists staged a revolu­ 
tion without being Communists, though 
they were egged on and assisted by the 
French, whose real aim was to stick a 
knife into Britain. 
Had there been an international riot 
squad in ex istence then, it would have 
been dispatched to Boston in a hustle- 
bustle to protect the vested interest of 
King George III and his “establishment” 
against an American rebellion. 
It’s not easy to decide between good 
and bad revolutionaries. It never has been. 
But the fact remains that some revolu­ 
tionaries are good, especially if they win. 
And the fact remains that even good 
revolutionaries these day s are likely to be 
surrounded by Communists.

German s Mak e Work ers ‘Cap italists’ 


UNITED NATIONS; 
In a private dining room here 
the other day an influential Ger­ 
man labor leader disclosed the 
details of a sy stem his powerful 
union has de­ 
vised to make 
every worker 
a 
capitalist. 
'This was no 
pie - in - the- 
sky conversa­ 
tion. The vis­ 
itor, 
45-y ear 
old G e o r ge 
Leber, 
pres­ 
ident of t h e 
Victor Riesel 
Building 
a nd 
Construction 
Workers’ 
Union of West Ger­ 
many , revealed that the plan 
starto operating on Jan. 1, 1966, 
under a contract signed with the 
industry ’s 
employ ers’ associa­ 
tions last March. 
This sy stem of “workers’ ac- 
cumulati(Hi of assets and prop­ 
erty ” under a labor - manage­ 
ment contract has so disturbed 
the Communists that they have 
set up a special 
inve.stigatory 
bureau in East Berlin to prove 
its impact. 


THE SOVIET ZONE govern­ 
ment fears that the “accumula­ 
tion of property ” program will 
neutralize the traditional Marx ­ 
ist - Leninist theory of the in­ 
evitability of the final conflict 
between the capitalist and work­ 
ing classes. 
“And what would Communist 
propagandists do if it could be 
demonstrated that there is no 
class struggle?” inquired one of 
Mr. Leber’s colleagues. 
The sy stem, as written into 
the new union contract, has the 
authority and stability of sim­ 
plicity . It could affect some 16 
million workers in the industry , 
though Mr. Leber’s union has a 
membership of 500.000. 
In the pact the employ ers 
agreed to pay each worker nine 
pfennigs ( 2*4 cents» an hour, 
over and above the usual wages 
if the worker agrees to throw in 
two pfennigs each hours. The 
union member does not have to 
get into the act. 


THE 11 PFENNIG.S will be 
put into an account in any bank 
the worker chooses. Actually the 
worker need not keep the money 
in the bank. But if he withdraws 
it he must pay an ex traordinar­ 
ily high income tax on the cash. 
This penalty is intended to act 
as a brake on hi.« inclination to 
withdraw the money . 


GRIN AND BEAR IT

As the funds accumulate, the 
worker can invest it any way he 
wishes. 
But he must invest it in the 
economy . He cannot borrow on 
it. He cannot buy a house or 
furniture, etc. He can put the 
money into the .stock market, or 
into real e.state. or into the com­ 
pany 
which 
employ s 
him if 
shares are available, or Into pri­ 
vate business. 
He need not take guidance 
Ex cept for the ban on pcr.sonal 
use of the accumulating money , 
there are no restrictions. If the 
worker guesses wrong, he suf­ 
fers as any other investor would. 


AT NO TIME can he turn his 
investment into cash. If he sells, 
he must reinvest. The purpo.se 
is to give him a stake in the 
nation’s 
industry , 
commerce 
and property — and instill in 
him the hope that he can leave 
his children a considerable in­ 
vestment in such society and in 
the democratic processes. 
However, the worker can use 
the income on his investments— 
dividends, rents, business re­ 
turns. etc.—for his personal use. 
Should he leave the money in 
the bank, it is ex pected that he 
would have almost $ 20,000 at the 
end of 40 y ears 
In Germany 
this is the equivalent of the pur­ 
chasing power of at least $60,000 
in the U.S.A.

RATHER THAN fighting in 
the jungles in Viet Nam. in 
many places, and a ga i ns t 
widely dispersed guerrilla con­ 
tingents, we should hold a series 
of enclaves a l o ng the coast 
With these f i r m l y held by 
ground forces, our sea power 
could effectively prevent a take­ 
over for an indefinite time. 
Hay es concludes: “American 
divisions, like Roman legions, 
mu.st stand guard on our border, 
which is today the littoral of the 
oceanic world, maintained and 
supported by sea and air forces. 
If any become endangered, 
they can be reinforced or with­ 
drawn,” This would be a far 
more dependable position than 
in 
the 
Vietnamese 
interior, 
where M a r i ne s and other 
ground troops are constantly ex ­ 
posed to attack on all sides by 
Communist guerrillas.

Perhaps many citizens think— 
as do some Washington officials 
—that there is no limit to what 
the government of the United 
States may borrow, and that 
raising the public-debt ceiling 
by $5 billion is a piece of 
routine. 
Actually , there is considerable 
significance in the fact that the 
United States Treasury keeps 
on asking Congress periodically 
to raise the debt limit. 'This has 
been going on for several y ears 
now. 
The public debt has risen from 
$16.2 billion in 1930 to $320 bil­ 
lion in 1965 — only 35 y ears. 
The costs growing out of two 
world wars and the Korean War 
of course, pushed up the debt 
of 
the 
government 
in that 
period. 


IT’S NOT the increase in mili­ 
tary expen.ses — now about $.50 
billion a y ear — which alone 
keeps the public debt rising. 
There has been a tendency to 
spend just as much money on 
nonmilitary appropriations. For 
a while, tax rates, in.stead of 
being adjusted after a war was 
over, were retained at not far 
from the same levels. Only in 
recent y ears has there been a 
recognition of the fact that the 
tax rates might be inequitable 
and would produce more rev­ 
enue if they could be adjusted 
to stimulate the economy . 
It’s one thing to reduce lax 
rates, and quite another to keep 
on piling up deficits. If the gov­ 
ernment 
continues 
to 
spend 
money for many things that are 
not absolutely essential, there is 
no way to bring down expen.ses 
and balance the budget. 
The 
average 
citizen 
Isn't 
aware of the consequences of 
continuously 
unbalanced bud­ 
gets. He thinks that the govern­ 
ment is rich enough to pay its 
bills and that the public debt 
can alway s be refinanced by 
selling bonds to the banks and 
to the people generally . 
The history of governmpnts. 
however, has shown that, while 
financing and refinancing is ac­ 
cepted as a normal process, 
there comes a time when doubts 
are rai.sed as to whether the 
purcha.sing power of the mnne 
tary unit can be maintained. 


THE DOLLAR doesn't buy to­ 
day what it did 10 y ears ago. 
Just this week, an Associated 
Press survey shows that costs 
of some foods are as much as 
IS per cent higher this spring 
than a y ear ago and that in 


many instances food prices are 
at a record level. The causes, 
of course, are numerous. But as 
prices and wages rise, inflation 
sets in. 
Fears of inflationary trends 
are often disregarded, on the 
theory that if the inflation is 
gradual and not sudden, it can 
be absorbed. 
In the long run the dollar can 
become weaker and weaker as 
the government is unable to 
maintain a sound financial pro­ 
gram. An UPI dispatch last 
Wednesday , for ex ample, read 
in part as follows: 
“W H I T E

President 
Johnson’s top economic adviser 
today voiced concern over re­ 
cent wholesale price Increases 
and warned that inflation could 
force the government to stop 
cutting tax es and abandon oth­ 
er ex pansionary policies as well. 
“Gardner Ackley , chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis­ 
ors. said factory prices have 
been 
‘edging up.’ 
While the 
movement has been slight so 
far. the number of price in­ 
creases ‘seems to be accelerat­ 
ing.’ Ackley said in a speech 
prepared for delivery to the 
Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association. 


“THE ADMINISTRATION of­ 
ficial .said many of the recent 
price increases are justified by 
higher costs and that some of 
them may not stick or will be 
eroded 
by 
competition. 
‘Yet 
there is just enough movement 
of prices to be disturbing,’ he 
said. 
‘.Surely none of us would 
welcome moving toward fiscal 
and monetary policies that re­ 
strict economic expansion, .so 
long as resources remain in am­ 
ple supply , simply as an indi­ 
rect means of holding prices in 
check. 
‘Yet the time may come 
when pressures to do just that 
will become very strong.’ Ack­ 
ley said” 
The 
John.son 
administration 
holds out the hope that some 
day it will balance the budget 
It doesn’t say when. There have 
been very few y ears in the last 
20 when any surpluses have 
been 
accumulated, and even 
when more money is collected 
than is spent, the'ex ce.ss is not 
used to pay off any thing on the 
public debt. The assumption i.s 
that 
the debt 
limit 
can be 
raised indefinitely . 
The fact remains that the 
debt keeps piling up as expen­ 
ditures are larger than receipts 
The big test of fiscal strength 
or weakne.ss will come in the 
next two or three y ears when 
the effect of cuts in income tax- 
e.s as well as in ex cise taxes 
can really be measured.

Annual Horse Show Awaited 
Club’s Ready To Ride! 


t attle cutting, or separating individual animals from the herd, is a featured event of the 
Tri-State Boot and Saddle Show. The quarter horse is adept at edging cattle out on cues from 
the rider. 


Members of the Tri-State club compete in 
shows in Ohio and travel from 50 to 200 miles to 
enter. Shows are staged at Canton, the nearest 
to East Liverpool — Columbus, Ashland, Mans­ 
field, Tiffin and Fairborn. 


WHILE THE QUARTER horse gained popu­ 
larity in the Southwest, the breed has spread to 
the East in recent years At present, Ohio ranks 
ninth in the number of approved quarter horse 
shows held annually among the 47 states where 
the shows are staged. 


At Norwalk, Ohio racing is held each week­ 
end. but although efforts have been made, no pari­ 
mutuel betting has been approved for quarter 
harse racing although it has been legalized in the 
Southwest. 


With the popularity increasing in Ohio, the 
state has gained the national convention for 1966 
at Cincinnati. 


The history of the quarter horse dates back 
to the colonial era when the breed originated. 
Match racing was the leading outdoor sport 
with contests run on village streets and along 
country lanes Seldom were these horses raced 
beyond 440 yards and the name “quarter miler’* 
or “quarter horse” originated. 


THE QUARTER HORSE became established 
in the Southwest in the early part of the 19th Cen­ 
tury. As the horse was used to trail cattle north 
and west, he left his progeny along the way, 
though his greatest influence remained in the 
Southwest until after his registry was recognized 
in 1941 by the American Quarter Horse Associa­ 
tion. 
In the years after the registry was begun, the 
breed spread rapidly throughout the nation, into 
Canada, Old Mexico and overseas. Today, the 
registry of the quarter horse has grown more than 
three times as fast as any other horse breed regis­ 
try in the world. 
The quarter horse is unlike any other breed. 
In performance and endurance he has never been 
excelled and has been defined as the most versa­ 
tile horse in the world. 


It’s time to saddle up again if you are a mem­ 
ber of the Tri-State Boot and Saddle Club. 
The club will present its 22nd annual horse 
show June 6 at its grounds on Route 267 near 
Glenmore. 
The oldest show in this part of Ohio, it may 
be the last on the present grounds 
The new' 
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Lake Erie-Ohio River highway will cross the 
property eventually, leaving the club without 
facilities. 
The quarter horse will strut his stuff June 6 
with 37 classes offered in competition. 


FEATURE OF THIS year's show will be the 
open cutting class which offers a $200 purse. 
The cutting horse w'as used in the West to 
take certain cattle from the range herds, and the 
cutting event has become a popular show’ attrac­ 
tion in recent years. 
The local club is striving to gain a higher 
classification from the American Quarter Horse 
Association arid members hope to have over 150 
entries The show has been drawing over 1.000 
spectators each year.

Q,_How ran I remove iodine 


stains from fabrics0 


A —Try taking finely shaved 
white soap, moistening with wa­ 
ter, spreading this over th e 
stain, and allowing to remain 
for a few hours. 


Q — Please suggest a g o o d 


way to clean mirrors. 


A —You ran clean and polish 
a mirror all at the same time 
by adding a little starch to your 
water Or. rub a little alcohol 
or spirits of camphor on the 
mirror to brighten it. Never re­ 
move paint from a mirror with 
a razor blade, as this c o u l d 
scratch the glass Instead, wash 
the paint off with a solution of 
hot vinegar 


Q — Is it possible to paint as­ 
bestos-covered heating p i p e s 
without the asbestos soaking up 
all your paint? 


A —Yes, if you’ll size the as­ 
bestos first. You can make a 


good sizing for this job by soak­ 


ing 4-pound of sizing glue in a 


gallon of water overnight, then 


melting it over a fire When the 


glue has melted, stir in about 


two cupfuls of flour for each 


gallon of glue to form a paste, 
then apply to the asbestos with 
a brush. After about 48 hours. 
sour pipes can be nicelv paint­ 
ed. 


Q.—How ran I fill up small, 
hut deep, nail holes in a plas­ 
tered wall? 
A.—By mixing up a little tal­ 
cum powder or cornstarch with 
a few drops of water, forcing 
this into the holes, then smooth­ 
ing off with your fingers around 
the edges.

ANSWER: Sleep i* a way in which nature insures that 
our bodies will have a chance to replenish themselves While 
awake, a special group of cells in the brain directs us in our 
conscious activity. But there is another part of the brain. 
lower down. which can turn on or shut off the activity of the 
upper cells. This wise lower brain, symbolized in our picture 
as the little cell man seems to know when the conscious 
parts needs to he shut off, so it makes us drowsy and we 
tumble into bed. While sleeping, we use very little energy. 
This allows the nerve cells to build up supplies of the chemi­ 
cals they need to get us going when we wake up We all need 
sleep; when young, children should have ten hours rest, 
when older, nine or more Adolescents need from eight to 
nine hours. Experts say it doesn't matter what position we 
take when we first go to sleep Without knowing that we are 
doing so, we change our position several times during the 
night This gives a chance for all the muscles to relax. It is 
important that a sleeping person he protected from cold, 
because, during sleep, the body produces less heat than when 
awake.

MOSCOW (API - The fragile 
Soviet-Chinese alliance on Viet 
Nam appeared today to have 
been shattered by a bitter new 
exchange between Moscow and 
Peking 
Observers here believed the 
dispute between the two Com­ 
munist powers could have a 
profound long-range effect on 
the future of the war in South­ 
east Asia 
The Soviet Union implied on 
Thursday that the Chinese were 
seeking to touch off a world war 
over Viet Nam in hopes this 
would 
unite 
the 
Communist 
bloc 
The Kremlin's official policy 
mouthpiece. Pravda. chided the 
Chinese. It said that true Com­ 
munists should spend their time 
“not in waiting for a world war 
to break out. but in averting a 
chain of events that is liable to 
trigger it off ” 
Peking snapped hack Friday 
with an angry charge that the 
Russians 
were 
“abetting 
the 
U S 
imperialist plot of peace 
negotiations and trying to su­ 
bordinate the Viet Nam question 
to their general line of peaceful

The Chinese attack was dis­ 
tributed by the official New Chi­ 
na News Agency.
